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East Jordan's Noah Bacchus, Boyne Falls 
Marcus Matelski earn first team selections

EAST JORDAN — What an ex- 
citing month for East Jordan 
and guard Noah Bacchus. 

Bacchus, a 5-10 senior, helped 
lead the Red Devils to their first 
quarterfinal appearance since 
1953, and ultimately a 19-5 
record. 

The speedy guard was hon- 
ored last week by a panel of 11 
Michigan sports writers as a 
member of the Michigan Associ- 
ated Press Class C All-State first- 
team. 

Bacchus led East Jordan in 
scoring at a 18.9 point per game 
clip, while hauling in five boards 
per contest as well. 

Noah shot a cool 83 percent 
from the charity stripe and 
wanted the ball in his hands 
when the game was on the line. 

He displayed that on multiple 
occasions during the Red Devils 
tournament run; starting with 
their tournament opener at 
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East Jordan’s Noah Bacchus was named to the Associated Press Class C

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Mancelona against Charlevoix 
where he helped EJ battle back 
from an 11 point halftime deficit 
by scoring 18 of his game-high 
28 points after the break includ- 
ing the game winner on a right- 
handed layup over the 
outstretched arm of 6-10 Rayder 
Zach Hankins, lifting the Red 
Devils to a 48-46 overtime vic- 
tory. 

Bacchus would also nail some 
key free throws down the stretch 
in East Jordan’s district final 
win over Boyne City, giving the 
Red Devils their first crown in 
19 years, but he wasn’t done 
there. Noah would contribute 19 
points against Lake Michigan 
Conference rival Traverse City 
St. Francis. 

But the biggest shot he would 
take and make would be the 
final shot of the regional tour- 
nament, where he took the ball 
near the Beaverton basket and 
raced to just inside the East Jor- 
dan three point line and 
launched a pull-up jumper from 
about 17 feet and watched as it 


hit nothing but the bottom of 
the net, sending the Red Devils 
and their fans into a frenzy with 
a 55-53 overtime win. 

Joining Bacchus as first team 
selections are: 

Class C AP Player of the Year, 
6-6 sophomore, Josh Jackson of 
Detroit Consortium. Jackson 
was the lone unanimous selec- 
tion this season by averaging 28 
points, 15 rebounds, six assists, 
four steals and four blocks per 
game. 

6-2 senior, Tyler Jandron of 
Negaunee averaged 17.2 points, 
4.3 assists, 3.6 rebounds, 3.2 
steals per contest. 

Colin Lake of Ottawa Lake 
Whiteford dropped in 31.5 points 
per game this season. 

In addition, Amariontez Ivory 
of Flint Beecher, Malik Taylor 
of Montrose, Bernard Smith of 
Muskegon Western Michigan 
Christian, Eddie Tornes of 
Muskegon Heights Academy, 
Nick Spitzley of Pewamo-West- 
phalia and Luke Meyer of Addi- 
son, all seniors, along with 
freshman Jermaine Jackson Jr. 
of Mount Clemens 

Del Stewart of Muskegon 
Heights Academy was selected 
Class C Coach of the Year. 

East Jordan coach Darrin 
Weber earned recognition as he 
was selected as special mention 
coach of the year, following his 
eighth season where he sur- 
passed the 200 win plateau to go 
along with the district and re- 
gional titles. 

Also earning special mention 
was Boyne City junior guard 
Corey Redman. 

Redman, a 6-foot-5 three-year 
letterwinner for the Ramblers, 
helped lead Boyne City to a per- 
fect Lake Michigan Conference 
title run and a 20-2 season. 
Corey averaged 12.5 points, 6 re- 
bounds and three assists per 
game. 

Earning All-State honorable 
mention was Boyne City senior 
Ryan Carson and East Jordan 
sophomore Jordan Weber. 

Carson, a 6-5 center, led Boyne 
with a 18.5 points per game scor- 


ing average, and hauled in 6.5 re- 


bounds per game. Carson, a 
Lake Superior State University 
commitment, was a four-year 
letterwinner. 

Jordan Weber, a 5-10 guard, 
was second on Red Devils in 
scoring at 15.4 points.

If your answer is price, you’ll be 
right a good majority of the time. If 
your home isn’t selling, buyers think 
the value of your house is less than 
the price you want.
